LAMBERT IN BRITAIN 

The following account of the Lambert cylinder records has been compiled while re sear ch- 
for my forthcoming book "A Guide to the Disc Records in Britain 1 * f for which cylinder manu- 
facturers are only relevant when directly connected with disc production as well or when some 
staff were the same. 

However, it has been necessary to research the activities of cylinder companies to 
prove their lack of disc production in Britain and one such was the Lambert Company Limited. 
The Lambert Company of Chicago, Illinois, U.S.A., in 1900, produced the first celluloid 
unbreakable cylinder records which were pink in colour. These were manufactured under 
Letters Patent granted to Mr. Thomas B. Lambert in 1900. 

The Lambert Company came to England where, with the assistance of the Edison Bell 
Consolidated Phonograph Company Ltd., it manufac ured standard two -minute -sized unbreakable 
records. It is thought that * concert sized* unbreakable cylinders were also produced. 

An advertisement, in June 1903, of the Edison Bell Consolidated Phonograph Company Ltd 
included the following:- **And do not forget our new line, THE INDESTRUCTIBLE RECORD. Won* t 
break if dropped - Won* t wear out - Children play with them - When dirty, wash them'*. 

These records were manufactured at Edisonia Ltd.* s works at 26.Euston Buildings, 

Gower Street, London N. , which premises had 30,000 sq.feet of floor space, employing over 
200 workers and had been producing 60,000 Edison Bell ’’Popular** records per week. 

Mr. James Hough, Edisonia* s Manager, had said the month prior to the appearance of the 
first advertisement for the Indestructible Record, that his Company had just installed plant 
to make the Indestructible cylinders. 

The recording expert for Edison Bell at this time was Mr .Russell Hunting, "The 
Original Casey", aged 39 years. It must be explained that at that time Edisonia Ltd. was 
the record-manufacturing side of the Edison Bell Consolidated Phonograph Company Ltd.*s 
business and they were then without a Company Secretary, their Mr. Arthur Simpson Slater 
having died in New York in the previous February as the result- of complications following 
upon his contracting typhoid fever. 

At this time also, the new factory at Glengall Road, Peckham, south east London, was 
nearing completion. 

In July, 1903, Edison Bell were using the phraseology of the Lambert Company to 
advertise "their" new Indestructible Records. "The New Ebony Record," they proclaimed, "is 
the result of recent discoveries and experiments and is aasuredly THE BEST and MOST MUSICAL 
phonograph record in existence." "We now have a CATALOGUE READY of the most recent operas, 
marches, solos and songs in the NEW MANUFACTURE." "The songs are so full and natural and 
Free from Scraping and other foreign sounds." "DURABLE AS EBONY* BLACK AS EBONY* SHINE 
LIKE EBONY* W0N*T WEAR OUT* WON’T BREAK*. WILL WASH* INDESTRUCTIBLE*" "Send for New 
Catalogue and Sample, 2/-. u 

These last claims, from "Durable as Ebony* ", were an exact replica of the Lambert 
Company* s claims in the United States of America. 

The first mention I have seen of the Lambert Company of Chicago operating in Britain 
is in an advertisement by the International Phonograph and Indestructible Record Co. Ltd., 
published in August, 1903 in which it was stated that in an Action of "The Lambert Company 
(assisted by the Edison Bell Consolidated Phonograph Co. Ltd.) versus The International 
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Phonograph and Indestructible Record Co. Ltd. of 8. Cook Street, Liverpool, brought for 
infringement of the Lambert Patent, the Plaintiffs had lost their case. They quoted the 
judgement of Mr. Justice Buckley of Monday 27th. July, which was:- ” I think that the 
Plaintiff’s (Lambert’s) Patent is confined to the .particular combination which he has 
described, and that combination is not used by the Defendants (The International Phonograph 
and Indestructible Record Co. Ltd.) and I therefore dismiss the Action with costs. n 

In October, 1903, the ’’Indestructible” company issued a Public Notice stating that the 
Lambert Company and Edison Bell had been issuing circulars threatening ’’Indestructible’s” 
customers with ” proceedings” for the infringement of the Lambert Patents and were explain- 
ing their late defeat by saying that their Counsel was absent when the case came before the 
High Court! The Public Notice went on to say that the trial was held before Mr, Justice 
Buckley and lasted several days and was fully tried out, that the Lambert Company had both 
leading and junior Counsel in Court, and were fairly beaten on their merits. The Notice then 
went on to repeat Mr. Justice Buckley’s findings. The Public Notice terminated with the claim 
that ” Indestructible” Company records are made by a different process and are very superior 
to the Lambert Company Records sold by the Edison Bell Consolidated Phonograph Co. Ltd.” 

In February, 1904, Edison Bell’s new Glengall Road factory was in production but the 
Ebony records and the ’’Popular” records were still being made at the Gower Street factory. 

In this month also, the appeal of the Lambert and Edison Bell Companies against 
Mr. Justice Buckley’s decision of the previous year was heard and lost. 

I have found no listings of any of the Lambert Indestructible ’’Ebony” Records as 
sold by the Edison Bell Consolidated Phongraph Co. Ltd. during the period June, 1903 to April 
1904. 

The Lambert Company Limited, Registered on 11th. April, 1904; No. 80940, and with a 
nominal capital of £8,000 in £1 shares, was formed to take over the business being carried 
on at Euston Building by the Lambert Company of Chicage. The first Registered Offices were 
given as 26, Euston Buildings, Euston Road, London, N.W. Brian Frederick Philpot and Morris 
Green berg were designated Directors ’’for life”, with Greenberg also acting as Company 
Secretary. 

The Company was formed, as already stated, with the object of acquiring, as a going 
concern, the undertaking of the Lambert Company of Chicago in relation to its business 
carried on in England, The Channel Islands and all British Ps sessions, except Canada. The 
business was taken over on 15th, May, 1904. 

Among the Steff Personnel at 26. Euston Buildings at this time were, Frederick Webster 
Matthews, an electrical engineer, and William Frederick Messer, a mechanical engineer. 

By 2nd. June, 1904, the Registered Office of the Company had been transferred to 
8. Water Lane, Ludgate Hill, London, E.C. but notification of the move was not sent to the 
Registrar of Joint Stock Companies until 21st. July, 1904. On 22nd. August, 1904, on 
Agreement, signed by both the Lambert Company and the Lambert Company Limited, shows that 
the latter bought from the former certain Inventions and Letters Patent in connection with 
Phonograph records, and the Goodwill of the business of Phonograph record makers carried on 
at 24,26,28,30,32, Euston Buildings, together with certain Plant, Fixed and Removable 
machinery, Office Furniture and Fixtures, all for the sum of £4,000, paid for by the allocat- 
ion of 4,000 Fully Paid UP *B* shares in the Lambert Company Ltd. The manufactury had been 
valued at £2,000 and the rest of the other property at another £2,000. 

Contradicting, to some extent, the agreement of 22nd. August, a ’’Return of Allotments”, 
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dated the next day, 23rd .August stated that the £4,000 in *B 1 shares alloted to the Lambert 
Comapny was in payment for six Inventions and Letters Patent and the benefit of all 
improvements and future Inventions, purchased by the Lambert Company Limited. 

Morris Greenberg, one of the Directors and. the Company Secretary, had advanced money 
and goods to the Company valued at £2,800 for which, under an Agreement of 6th. September, 
1904, he received 2,000 Fully Paid Up 'A 1 shares and 800 Fully Paid UP *B ! shares. 

It appears that the 4,000 , B I shares allocated to the Lambert Company were held by 
Brian F. Philpot, whether in his own right, as a former member of the Lambert Company in 
England, or as a Nominee for the Lambert Company in America, is not clear. By Septamber, 
1904, Philpot had exchanged 400 of these 1 B * shares for 400 of his fellow Director* s *A» 
shares, Greenberg himself having purchased another 200 *B* shares into the bargain. 

The late Dr. Duane Deakins, in his publication "Cylinder Records", Second Edition, 1 938, 
writing of the Lambert records in Britain says this, 

"Lambert":- "Although records were sold in England under this name, Lambert had 
nothing to do with them. His Patents were used but he received no Royalties." 

Dr .Deakins then goes on to mention Edison Bell selling Indestructible cylinders in 1908 but 
I believe he has misunderstood their advertisement which although, he says, it states that 
"Lambert made Indestructible Records some years back and Edison Bell is still 
supplying them" , 

is not to be taken as meaning that Edison Bell were selling Lambert cylinders in 1908 but, 
simply, that they were selling their own Indestructibles*. I feel sure that Dr. Deakins is 
wrong with his dating of 1 908 * (i have checked the "Talking Machine News" of I9O8 but can 
find no mention of Edison Bell again selling Indestructibles which had originally been made 
by Lambert, Had Edison Bell been selling such Indestructibles, surely their advertisements 
would have mentioned them. I can see no indication that they were at all interested in this 
type of cylinder.) Returning to Dr. Deakins first statement that "Lambert had nothing to do 
with them " I am sorry to say that Dr .Deakins, for whose researches I have the greatest 
admiration was mis-informed of the facts because, the Agreement, of 22nd. August, 1 904 , states 
that the Lambert Company Ltd. acquired the rights to all further improvements made by the 
Lambert Company of Chicago, for the Lambert Company Limited to utilise WITHOUT any charge 
therefore, and all advice and explanations were to be GIVEN to the British Comapny to 
enable the Letters Patent and Inventions to be worked successfully. The Chicago Company was 
to supply all drawings, plans, models and any necessary apparatus or fittings. The Letters 
Patent acquired by the Lambert Company Limited were as follows:- for by Thomas B. 

Lambert; N0.I56O of 14th.August , 1891 J N0.I56I of 4th.November , 1899? No. 13344 of 24th. July, 
1900; Nos. 2856 and 2857 of 13th.February,1900. All of these were granted during 1900, There 
was another Patent, No. 16833 for which William Frederick Messer applied on 22nd. July, 1902 
and which was granted in the same year. 

On 22nd. December, 1904, Etti Friedheim (described as "wife of Oscar") bought 992 *B* 
shares in the Lambert Co. Ltd. She was the only shareholder outside the two directors and t 
the original subscribers to the Company, who held one share each under the requirements of 
the law. Who were the Friedheims? 

On the 7th. January, 1 905 the Lambert Company Ltd. took powers to increase its nominal 
capital by the creation of 7,000 *B* shares @ £1 each. 

On 31st .August, 1905 it was Resolved, at an Extraordinary Meeting of the Company to 
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Voluntarily Wind Up. 

By 5th. September, 1905, the Registered Office of the Company was at 9. Prince of Wales 
Road, Carshalton, Surrey,- the address of the ^ Liquidator. The final meeting of the Company, 
to hear the Report of the Liquidator on how the affairs of the Company had been Wound Up, 
took place on 22nd.August,l906. PRODUCTS. During its 28 months of existence, the Lambrt 
Company Ltd. made and marketed three different types of cylinders, viz. The Lambert 
Permanent Gold Moulded; M The Rex ,r hard wax gold moulded; and, “Imperial Records” which were 
6-inches long, indestructible records. 

Two Lambert phones, “The Entertainer” @ £3 - 5s. and “The Companion” @ £2 - 10s., were 
advertised in November, 1904. An August, 1905 advertisement gave Lambertphones priced from 
16 shillings to £4 - 10s., some of which would play the 6-inch long records now also 
advertised for sale. The next month models numbered 1 to 4 were advertised which would 
accomodate both sizes of records, priced @ £4 - 10s.; £3 - 10s.: £2 - 10s. and £1 respect- 
ively. 

The Lambert Combination attachment was introduced in December, 1 905 - Of differing 
grades, they cost between seven shillings & sixpence and £1 - 2s. The Company by this time 
had been in process of Liquidation for three months or morel While in Liquidation, their 
products were adver ised by a newly -formed company, The General Phonograph Company Ltd., 
but this only during the last few months. 

Trade Marks . The Lambert Company Ltd. had only one Registered Trade Mark. This was 
numbered 263,999 and it depicted the device of an Elephant standing with its fore feet on 
a Lambert Indestructible cylinder records. The application for this was filed at the Board 
of Trade on 2nd. June, 1904 and notification of Registration was made in September. Later, 
a notification of April, 1906 stated that the mark had been transferred to Morris Greenberg 
and it remained on the Register in his name, as was the law, until the expiration of its 
fourteen years life, when it was struck from the Register in July, I9I8. 

Morris Greenberg applied for another Trade Mark Registration in 1905. This was filed 
at the Board of Trade in November and given the number 277418, but was not notified as 
being Registered until one year later* This was the device of a Four-pointed Star within 
some circles, the perimeter of the outer circle depicted as a Gear Wheel, and, as such, 
was applied to the "Imperial Records” box on its label. Needless to say, by the time that 
Registration took place, the Imperials were no longer being manufactured* 

A History of Events . The first catalogue of the ”New Lambert Indestructible Record” 
was promised for 1st. July, 1904. “British Bands”, “British Songs”, “British Artists”, 
“Our Records will Not Break, Will Not Wear Out”, so ran the publicity. 

In August, 1904, Ernest Sinclair and James Lewis Young, already trading as “The Phono- 
graph Company” at 9 2. St.John's Street, London, E.C. became Sales Managers for the Lambert 
merchandise as well as continuing their own business of dealers in Edison machines and 
cylinder records. 

In January, 1905 it was announced that Mr. Peter Conroy, the ex-conductor of the 
“Canterbury Orchestra" was Musical Director to the Lambert Company Co. Ltd. and would conduct 
conduct a band of 50 musicians for recording purposes. 

In February, 1 905 , the following names were mentioned as being on the Staff of the 
Company. The Works Manager was Mr. Clare J. Rawlins on, the inventor of the “Rawlins on Sound- 
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Tight Joint for Reproducers on Phonographs”. (See pp. 29/30, Talking Machine Review, Wo. 25) 

Mr. J. Mathews , in charge of recording, was the inventor of the Mathews Reproducer and Mr. 

Peter Conroy, the Musical Director, who was for nine years Musical Director at the Canter - ' 
bury Music Hall and formerly at the Brighton Alhambra, was also the Conductor of the Lambert 
Military Band and the Lambert Orchestra, both of twenty-five players. He was also the 
Company* s accompanist and could also play the cornet, * cello and double bassi 

In March, 1905, Morris Greenberg was described as the Company* s Chairman. In April, 1 905 
it was announced that the new six-inch Red Celluloid records were ready and that red 
celluloid had been used on some of the standard size cylinders. In June, 1905, a new 
factory at Globe Road, Bow, London E., came into production. This was Messrs. Bluemel's 
old building where bicycle parts had been made. The capacity for production was expected to 
reach between 100,000 and 120,000 cylinder per week, the factory having one of the largest 
matrix departments in the country. ”The REX’* hard wax, gold moulded records were now 
nearly ready for issue as was the '‘Emperor" Lambert phone designed to play the new six-inch 
unbreakable "Imperial Records” . 

In this month too, it was reported that in Italy, the recording engineers vf the 
Lambert Co. Ltd. had been recording the singers of La Scala, Milan, and a famous Milanese 
band. (Dr.Deakins mentions there being A.Mauro on Lambert records.) 

In July, 1905, it was announced that 300 records had been made in Berlin for the 
English and German branches of the business. A large number of these records were of the 
Kaiser Franz Joseph Grenadier Regimental Band of about thirty performers. Carl Nehe, the 
famous opera singer, also recorded the "Prayer” from Wagner* s "Lohengrin”. 

All of these records were made with a new system of recording with J. Lewis Young 
superintending the operations. 

The six-inch long "Imperial Records" selling at two shillings each, were again des- 
cribed as being nearly ready for issue and being made at the Crown Works, Bow, London E. 

E. Sinclair and J.L.Young were still described on the Lambert Co. Ltd's advert is emants as 
"Sales Managers”. 

"The Rex" Gold Moulded, hard wax cylinders at one shilling each, were now ready for 
issue with a repertoire of three hundred selections. 

In August, 1905, the long "Imperial Records" were finally put on sale with a repert- 
oire of one hundred selections. At the end of the month, the Company resolved to go into 
Voluntary Liquidation. 

The catalogue of "The Rex" records, it was announced in September, 1905, now totalled 
five hundred selections. 

A letter heading of the Lambert Company Ltd. with an October date, showed on either 
side of the Company name, pictures of their factories at Euston Buildings and at Bow. It was 
during this month that a course of lessons in the French language was advertised. This had 
been recorded by Monsieur de Werro on twenty -four "Rex" wax cylinders. It was also announced 
that course in the international Esperanto language would be forthcoming. 

In Novemebr, 1905, a five year contract was signed with Messrs. Wincott, Cooper & Co. 
of Sydney, Australia, for the sale of the product's of the Lambert Co. Ltd. in Australasia at 
£10,000 worth of merchandise per annum. 
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The Company also received an order for 500,000 cylinders from Germany and a 250,000 
cylinder order from Italy. During the summer of 1 905 the Lambert Co. Ltd. had made three 
hundred master recordings in Italy for the Italian trade. The last advertisements to carry 
specific records information appeared in the trade periodicals in February, 1 90 6. 

The March, 1906, advertisements carried the names of E .Sinclair and J.L # Young,B.Sc ; 
M.I.T.E., as Directors of the Lambert Co. Ltd. and the trade magazines that the Lambert 
business was now being handled by the General Phonograph Co. Ltd. The full board of Directors 
of the Lambert Co. Ltd. now consisted of Morris Greenberg, Ernest Sinclair, Jonathon Lewis 
Young and Frank Earle, with Mr .C . J.Rawlinson still as Works Manager. Brian Frederick Philpot 
was no longer mentioned. 

In May, I906, it was announced that J.L. Young, now suffering from a complete nervous 
breakdown, had relinquished his Directorship and that Mr.Rawlinson had left the Company to 
take up an appointment with the Automatic Wheel Phonograph Co. Ltd, 

In November, 1906, Messrs Howell Bros, advertised that they had purchased the entire 
stock of the "REX" cylinder records and were putt'ng them on offer to dealers "at a low 
figure" . 

Herbert W. Holmes, of Mason Avenue, London E.C. was avertising the "REX" records at 
five shillings per dozen. 

In spite of this, the following announcement appeared:- "THE LAMBERT CO." - 
"Phonographs, Records &c. Messrs Shaw & Shaw are favoured by instructions to Sell by Auction, 
without reserve, upon the Premises of 28. Bartholomew Square, Old Street, London E.C. on 
Monday, 26th. November, at 12-o-clock prompt, and four following days, the stock of the above 
Company consisting of about 100,000 Indestructible Gold Moulded records and 20,000 wax "Rex" 
records and 300 phonographs and a quantity of Hrons, Stands, &c,, &c., &c. On view Friday and 
Saturday prior to sale. Catalogues from Auctioneers, 210. Kings land Road, London.E." 

Addenda, etc. revealed by later research: - 

The business of the Lambert Comany Limited was bought by the General Phonograph Company 
as and from 1st. January, I906, although the General Phonograph Company Ltd., itself, was not 
Incorporated until 28th. February, 1906. This apparent impossibility is explained by the fact 
that the first Board of Directors of the new Company was composed of exactly the same 
individuals as were on the Board of the then current Lambert Company Ltd. which was in 
process of Voluntary Winding Up. The contracts entered into by The Lambert Company Ltd, 
became the property of the General Phonograph Co. Ltd. as and from 1st, January, I906. 

On 6th. March, 1903, Morris Greenberg was the Managing Director, J.L.Young the General 
Manager, E. Sine lair, the Manager of the Recording Department and Frank Searle was the Sales 
Manager. Although the manufactory had been transferred to the General Phonograph Co. Ltd. the 
advertisements for Lambert merchandise still carried the name of the Lambert Co, Ltd. until 
April/May, 1906, as already mentioned. 

The General Phonograph Co. Ltd. on 6th. March, 1906, issued a Prospectus with the offer 
of £25,000 worth of Profit Sharing Debentures at £50 each, which was to be part of a £40,000 
series to be offered. The Prospectus stated that the General Phonograph' Co. Ltd. had been 
formed to acquire the business of the Lambert Co. Ltd. recently started by Mr .Morris 
Greenberg and carried on at Crown Works, Globe Road, Bow, London E. and at Euston Buildings 
London N.W. Wine ott, Cooper & Co. Ltd. of Lime Street, London E.C. had a contract to purchase 
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for Australasia, £10,000 worth of goods per annum for the next five years. The America 
Trading Company of Hamburg had contracted to take £6,250 worth of records in the first year. 
Arrangements were in hand to supply a 1 Penny -in-the -slot 1 company. The founder had laid down 
plant for hard wax gold moulded records at Bow. 'The Rex', 'Lambert* and 'Imperial 6-inch 
Records' had been ordered faster than the factories could make them. The plants, now 
completed, would have a capacity of six to seven million records per annum. There was 
difficulty in producing enough machines, as designed by the Founder; one supplying company 
to England was 250,000 machines behind on its various orders. It was intended to run the 
Company for three years and then to merge it into a larger company. It was estimated that 
£38,000 had been spent in establishing the Lambert Co. Ltd. business, fitting up the modern 
machinery & plant and providing raw materials , etc ,, etc . The Comapny had acquired leaseholds 
at Bow and at Euston Buildings, and the "Messer” Patent No. 16833 of 1900, as well as 
Rawlinson's Patent. 

At the time of this Prospectus, the business of the Lambert Co. Ltd. was in process of 
being sold by the two Directors J. Lewis Young and Sinclair for the sum of £80,000. This was 
to be paid for by the alloting of £50,000 in Fully Paid Up stock in the General Phonograph 
Co. Ltd., plus £15,000 in debentures and £15,000 in cash. Sinclair and Young were to acquire 
the Lambert business by way of the Acquisitions And Finance Syndicate Ltd. in order to 
re-sell it to the General Phonograph Company Ltd. I Having received their £80,000, 

£10,000 of the cash was to be paid to Morris Greenberg along with the £15,000 worth of 
Debentures. Sinclair and Young were then to pay the Acquisitions and Finance Syndicate Ltd. 
£2,000 in cash and half the 50,000 shares, less the expenses for forming the General Phono- 
graph Co. Ltd. which were estimated at £5,000, to be borne both by Sinclair and Young and 
the Acquisitions and Finance Syndicate Ltd. 

On l^th .April, I906, a Notice of the Changes in Directorship showed that Jonathon 
Lewis Young and Frank Searle had resigned. Sinclair was now General Manager and G.Felix 
Fischer and Donald Gordon Cameron were new to the Board. 

On 3rd.May,l906, the Company's Solicitor wrote to the Registrar of Joint Stock 
Companies complaining that the Prospectus of March had not been dealt with. 

This Prospectus was now useless for two of the named Directors had resigned, so a new 
Prospectus, dated 3rd. May, I906, was issued, offering the same amount of Profit Sharing 
Debentures as the first Prospectus. 

The Directors were now named Morris Greenberg, E. Sinclair, G.Felix Fischer, 

D.G, Cameron and H.Lyell Taylor. Additional information contained in this latest Prospectus 
was that H.W. Peabody & Co. of Eastcheap, London E.C., buying for Italy, had placed an order 
for £1,300 worth of Lambert manufactured records. 

To entice prospective buyers to the offer of Debentures by the General Phonograph Co. 
Ltd., the following particular piece of information was included in the Prospectus. 

Professor Scripture, of the Phonetic Laboratory of Berlin, was deputed by the United 
States authorities to approach the German Emperor to obtain a Phonograph Record by the 
Emperor specially made for the Museum at Washington. The Professor, recognising the 
superiority of the Lambert Unbreakable over all other records, approached the Vendor 
(Greenberg) and had records made, copies of which were deposited both in the Washington 
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and Berlin Museums. It was intended to sell the record through the German record trade. 

The Prospectus continued that arrangements had been made with the Salvation Army for 
whom records were being made by their bands and artists. The Salvation Army was adding the 
Company's machines and records to its Special Trading Department. It was intended to 
distribute Company supplies to the Army throughout its large organisation and a considerable 
business was anticipated from this source. 

T.B .Smart, Jeffrey & Co., chartered accountants, estimated the Bow factory capable of 
3,000,000 records per annum and estimated annual profit at £27,500. 

The Company was negotiating for the sale of the plant and the rights to manufacture 
Lambert Records to a company about to be formed in Germany, for the sum of £25,000. (£15,000 
in Fully Paid Up Shares in the General Phonograph Co. Ltd. and £10,000 in cash.) By manu- 
facturing in that country, duty on these records which was about 30$ would be saved, besides 
being close to where the raw material for these records was made. 

The value of the property at Bow and Euston Buildings was £25,866 - 14s. 6d. as at 26th. 
April, 1906, which sum did not include the Goodwill, Patents, Trade Marks, Secret Processes. 

The original Agreements under which Green berg was to sell the Lambert business to 
Sinclair and Young, and they re-sell to the General Phonograph Co. Ltd. were now no longer 
part of the Prospectus as Young had left the business. The Agreement now was that Greenberg 
would himself sell the Lambert business to the General Phonograph Co. Ltd. for £ 67 , 500, payable 
to him as £42,500 in Fully Paid Up Shares, £15,000 in Debentures and £10,000 cash. 

This ends the story of the Lambert cylinders in Britain for later on, in the summer of 
1906 new personnel came into the Business of the General Phonograph Co. Ltd. and their main 
line of merchandise was the new "White" cylinder record - but that is another story 1 . 

THE LAMBERT RECORDING OF THE KAISER 

Although I found this information in a Company Prospectus, I note that the record is menti 
mentioned in Welch & Read's "From Tinfoil to Stereo", in which it is stated that the record- 
ing of the Kaiser by Professor E.W. Scripture was reported in the 15th. August,l905, edition 
of the Talking Machine World. Although the make of record is not named it was said of 
Professor Scripture that he was 'of New York' and a member of the Carnegie Research Society. 
At the time that the recording was taken the Professor was described as 'of the Phonetics 
Laboratory, Berlin.' 

The translation into English of the Kaiser's recording on the Lambert Indestructible 
cylinder is by Professor Scripture himself and was published in February, 1 909. 'Dr .E.W. 
Scripture, who 'recorded the Kaiser's voice for the Talking Machine, does not believe the 
story that the German Government wants these records returned. They are with the Natural M 
Museum at Washington, the Library of Congress and at Harvard. Here, according to Dr. Script- 
ure, is an original composition made by the Kaiser for the honour record. - - 

"Be brave in adversity. Do not strive for what is unattainable or worthless. Be content 
with each day as it comes. Look at the good side of everything, take pleasure in nature and 
accept your fellow men as you find them. For a thousand bitter hours, comfort yourself with 
a single happy one. In effort and deed always do your best regardless of reward. He who can 
do this will be fortunate, free and independent, the days of his life will always be happy 
ones. He who is distrustful does wrong to others and injures himself. It is our duty to 
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consider every person good as long as he does not prove to the contrary. The world is so 
large and we human beings so small that everything cannot centre in us alone. Even when 
something injures us or something hurts us, who can know that it is necessary for the 
benefit of whole creation? Everything in the world, whether good or otherwise, is the work 
of the great wise will of the Almighty and All-Knowing' Creator, though we petty creatures 
may not be able to understand it. Everything in the world is exactly as it must be, and 
whatever it may be, the good is always the will of the Creator."' 

(This writer does not know the meaning of the phrase 'the honour record'.) 

A further check of 'The Talking Machine News' of 1908 failed to reveal a mention of Edison 
Bell issuing Indestructible cylinders in that year. It is felt that that Company would 
certainly advertised the fact. 

(Editor's Note: In defence of Dr.Deakins it must be realised that he was endeavouring to 
cover a subject at a distance of many thousands of miles and some of his 'helpers' in 
Britain were not noteworthy for their accuracy of statement or research.) 

THE RECORDS OF THE LAMBERT COMPANY LIMITED. 


Although Dr.Deakins saw a Lambert catalogue, I have yet to enjoy the privilege, but I live 
in hopes for your Editor has the conviction that every Company would have issued at least 
some form of a list of its products. Dr.Deakins said that about 250 titles are shown under 
the "REX" numbers (your Editor had number 301 until he accidentally smashed it while 
photographing the label of the box for this issue'.'.) and the "Imperial Records" are advert- 
ised as being unbreakable and having a playing time twice as long as the Standard cylinders. 
Lacking catalogues or supplements I can proffer but incomplete lists as culled from various 
advertisements. LAMBERT PERMANENT G0Xp_M0ULDED_REC0RDS 

Firstly, the Lambert Permanent Gold Moulded Records (also described as Unbreakable or 
Indestructible) were given two series of numbers for British issues. The instrumental 
records were numbered from 1 onwards and the Vocal records from either 5,000 or 5,001 
onwards. In the following, ANK indicates 'Artist not known to me*.

Lambert Permanent Records for the above listed "The Rex" records, the lower numbered 
"The Rex" records possibly being allocated numbers from deleted "Permanents". It would 
be interesting to discover whether the records of Florrie Forde, Peter Dawson, Alexander 
Prince, Albert Pearce, J.H.Scotland, Hamilton Hill, for instance were new recordings by 
the Lambert Company Limited, or whether they were from Edison Bell moulds, or the former 
America^ English Lambert Company moulds that had been made with the assistance of Edison 
Bell. Miss Forde and Mr .Dawson are known to have made records for Edison Bell during the 
late summer of 1904 for instance. (Editor* s note= I possess Dawson* s Edison Bell of 
*Navajo* - can someone produce the Lambert for comparison? Or, has someone other Lamberts 
by Dawson not listed in this article for comparison with possible co-recordings on Edison 
Bell? I mention Dawson because I, have Edison Bell cylinders by him. The comparison might 
be made between cylinders by the others in Mr .Andrews* little speculation above, which 
comparison could throw a light on recordings companies* activities.)

postscripts . 

In December, 1906, Howeljl Brothers were offering "The Rex" records at half price, i.e. at 
sixpence. Hesse & Co. were clearing their stocks of Lambert Indestructible Records " At 
Great Sacrifice" *. 

A facsimile typewritten Notice of that month read "Re REX RECORDS. A small 
syndicate' is being formed to place this record fresh in the market to sell at 9 d * each. 

Recent events have proved to the owners that there ia a large market for a record of this 
price. The manufacture will commence early in the New Year. Full details will shortly be 
ready to anyone interested, upon application to S.Dyer, Sec.Pro.Tem. , 261 , Liverpool 
Road, London N. 

Although a further check has failed to reveal Edison Bell selling indestructible 
cylinders in 1908, the Company did in December, 1908, advertise its new "Crystol" cylinders 
with 200 threads to the inch, but a serious fire delayed the appearance of the new product 
until 1909| when an advertisement styled it as the "Chrystol" record. One assumes this to 
have been intended as a competitor to Edison’s Amberol cylinders. 

Why did the Lambert Company Limited go into liquidation? According to official papers 
affairs seemed to be going well and there was no reason indicated in their Resolution to 
Wind Up volunta rily. There was no indication that the Company was in financial difficulties 
and could no longer carry on. Was it because the parent company went out of business in 

EOACKA M. WYLER 

BOLSKA (real name Skompskaya) Adelaida Yulianovna. (1864 - 29th. September, 1930) 

Russian (Polish by birth) operatic soprano. 

She graduated at the Moscow Conservatoire in 1888 where she studied under 
F. P, Komis sarzhevsky. (In the students* concert at the Conservatoire she sang several of 
Kuma’s arias from "The Enchantress" and Tchaikovsky songs under the direction of the composer 
himself.) Between 1888-89 she sang at La Scala in Milan. Soon afterwards she returned to 
Russia to appear under the name of Skompskaya, at the Bolshoi Theatre. In 1893 she left 
Russia again to tour western Europe where she added to her earlier triumphs, particularly in 
Paris, Between 1897 and 1 91 8 she sang at the Mariinskii Theatre in St. Petersburg. After I9I8 
she left Russia permanently and thereafter performed only in western Europe. 

She was the first to sing the rftles of Volkhova ("Sadko") and Martha ("The Czar’s Bride) 
at the Mariinskii Theatre. Among her other rUles were Ludmila ("Ruslan and Ludmila"), Tatyana 
("Eugen Onegin"), Elisabeth ("TannMuser) , Elsa ("Lohengrin") and Violetta ("La Traviata"). 
Bolska had a beautiful voice, capable of expressing great tenderness. Contemporary 
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critics were agreed that her character interpretations were marked by exceptional musical 
insight and sensitivity. 


Her few recordings are extremely rare, She recorded for RAOG and, as a member of the 
Elite Quartet, for Path4. 


THE MAN WHO DINED WITH 

THE KAISER 


Dear Ernie, 

I see that page 6l of the February, 1973, Talking Machine 
Review is devoted to the publicity leaflet for H.M.V. 01130, "The Man Who Dined With thw 
Kaiser", for which you seek information. I cannot supply either a tape or the record itself, 
but it was made in Hayes on 28th .February, 1916. There were three takes - HO 1591 AE, 1592 
and 1593, and the speaker was an Italian journalist named Antonio Cippioo. The meeting to 
which he referred took place in what is now Yugoslavia prior to Italy* s entry into the war, I 
gather, when he was a reporter at an Imperial Press Conference. I may not have that part of 
it absolutely correct, but at all events, he was a "guest" of sorts to the royal *nosh-up* , 
along with others in the same profession who were also neutrals. He recorded a description 
of the Kaiser and his entourage, and his impressions of the effect of the first few months 
of the war on them # I cannot imaginr how H.M.V. could regard this as a commercial 
proposition, as it clearly was not; I have seen and heard only one copy in all my collecting 
career,

DECCA PORTABLES 

Dear Ernie, 

Some thoughts after seeing the Decca Portable illustrating 


Have you noticed that most Decca portables have, on a label under the turn- 
table, a long number which makes up the date: e.g. 261128 ? Also, the later reflectors are 
black or, in the *de luxe* versions, polished aluminium. I haven* t seen a plated one, which 
in any case would be nickel and not chrome, I feel that Decca never did use chrome, even in the 
post World War I models. Most of their later machines seem to have a bronze or silver metallic 
paint finish. (I am corrected. When I said * chrome* I was speaking from distant memory and did 
not stop to consider what I recalled and was too modern in describing the shiny metal as 
chrome plated! * Editor.) The brown imitation leather substance was described as *Fibrocite* 
in Decca* s literature. I have seen one covered in pigskin - obviously early for it had a 
Du Ice phone soundbox.

"Billy Mayerl was the first of the dizzy fingers who shocked the dignity of the Steinway 
grands I provided for them", wrote Joe Batten in his book. Joe was a little unkind as Billy 
Mayerl, who had a classical musical training always played in an exemplary manner with great 
musician-ship. This can be confirmed on this re-issue which includes such gems as "Four Aces 
Suite", "Railroad Rhythm" and the well-loved "Marigold" - surely the most attractive piano 
solo ever written. Also the excellent "Aquarium Suite", with an orchestra. All of the items 
come from the Columbia catalogue, with the exception of "The Jazz Master", which was issued 
by H.M.V. in 1925 and which is believed to be the first electrical recording of a piano solo. 

The recordings are not in chronological order, nor aie there any recording dates supplied. 
Apart from this omission full marks are due to World Records for a first-rate re-issue, Irene 
Ashton's sleeve notes are both amusing and informative, and an innovation is the addition of 
musical detail for each composition. 


Recently, we were loaned the 1 905/6 catalogue of the Adler Company of Berlin of which 
we have only read "in passing" on a few occasions, so can tell you nothing more of its 
products or existence outside that revealed by the catalogue. In this issue we show the 
cylinder -machines and those for discs will begin our next, thus, when the two are together 
in your 'Easibinder* you will have the catalogue complete excepting the model shown on this 
front cover. We confess that we have re-arranged the layout which was too large for our 
pages. 

In this issue we give you a long essay from Mr .Andrews which indicates the extensive 
researches he is making to present the full story of record companies which will be the theme 
of the book he is preparing. All sorts of documents are being studied... and, I understand, 
some aged shareholders of companies havfe been interviewed toot To make the story of Lambert 
in Britian more 'definitive* in this issue, the list of the Company's record releases was 
added. If you know of other releases, kindly let us know.

So, do not think we are 
insane by referring you to a page not in this issue, beside Miss Gertie Millar's portrait. A 
review of an L.P, re-issue of her records appears in our next issue, together with some 
Did favourites - such as Raymond Wile's 'Edison Disc Masters' series which we know interest 
many readers.
